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Highways 
network 
£26m bid 
is on way 

WORK on the main phase of 
a new multi-million pound 
road network which will 
pave the way for major re¬ 
generation in Walsall is to 
start within months. 

It is hoped the long- 
awaited £26m highways 
project will improve routes 
and cut congestion between 
Pleck and Darlaston. 

A new bridge has been 
built in Bentley Road South 
as part of the first stage and 
the rest of the Darlaston 
Strategic Development Area 
project is now due to start in 
September. 

Four major junctions are 
due to be upgraded dur¬ 
ing the work which is an¬ 
ticipated to be completed 
around summer 2016. It 
fits in with plans for an en¬ 
terprise zone in Darlaston 
which will bring in busi¬ 
nesses and create thousands 
of jobs. Initial backing for 
the scheme was approved by 
the Government in Decem¬ 
ber 2011. 

It involved £14m of 
Whitehall funding with the 
rest made up of council con¬ 
tributions, money from Cen¬ 
tro and from business. Final 
confirmation is anticipated 
in the coming months. 

Stuart Everton, pro¬ 
gramme manager at Walsall 
Council, said: “The Darlas¬ 
ton Strategic Development 
Area (DSDA) Access Project 
is progressing well.” 

Exhibition 
date change 

PLANS to build a new cre¬ 
matorium in Staffordshire 
will now go on display lat¬ 
er this month instead of 
next week. The scheme is 
planned for land off Broad 
Lane, on the border of Ess- 
ington and Bloxwich. 

The plans were first laid 
out on the table more than 
12 months ago. 

Proposals were due to 
go on display at Essington 
Community Centre on Tues¬ 
day. But Richard Evans, of 
Westerleigh Group said 
itwill be staged on July 28 
from 2-7.30pm. 


OLDER PAIIENIS 
CARE HOME PLAN 


ELDERLY patients being discharged 
from hospital in Walsall could be giv¬ 
en a bed in a care home in new plans. 

A discharge unit at Walsall Manor is current¬ 
ly used for frail patients who have a lengthy re¬ 
habilitation ahead of them. But bosses admit it 
is becoming ‘more like a hospital ward’ as the 
hospital gets busier and A&E admissions soar. 


They are now proposing 
housing the facility in a care 
home, or spreading the beds 
across a number of homes. 

The 34-bed Swift Dis¬ 
charge Unit has been in 
place since 2011 in the Man¬ 
or’s modular block. 

Bosses say it is intended 
to ‘provide somewhere for 
these patients to be able to 
leave the hospital and trans¬ 
fer to more of a care home 
setting, so as to be able to 
prepare to return home, or 
to make a decision about a 
permanent move to a care 
home’. 

Concerns 

A report to Walsall coun¬ 
cillors by Andy Rust, head of 
joint commissioning, stated 
the move came, “because 
either local nursing homes 
did not have the space for 
such a unit, or those that did 
were the subject of concerns 
about quality of care and 
there was no other suitable 
site. 

“However, the location 
has meant that over time 
the unit has become more 
like another hospital ward, 
particularly at times of high 
escalation. 

“This, together with the 
need to improve the hospital 
discharge process between 
the hospital and social care 
staff, has meant that it is 
not working as effectively 
as was originally intended 
to support those people 
with a complex range of cir¬ 
cumstances to go home in a

timely way.” A new location 
has not yet been chosen but 
bosses say the move would 
improve the care patients 
receive. 

The report adds: “Due to 
the limited capacity avail¬ 
able in care homes within 
Walsall, it may be necessary 
to have a greater number 
of units in different care 
homes. 

“This may be necessary 
to enable these homes to en¬ 
sure high quality services; 
the precise details will be 
determined by the procure¬ 
ment exercise.” 

The Walsall Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group is cur¬ 
rently in discussions with 
Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust over how the dis¬ 
charge unit will continue to 
be used once the new unit is 
up and running. 

The hospital ‘remains 
under considerable pres¬ 
sure’, Mr Rust says’. 

He adds: “The cost of 
these beds in a care home 
setting will be higher than 
the standard fee levels paid 
by the council, because the 
residents will have a higher 
complexity of need. 

“However, it is envisaged 
that overall these costs will 
less than in a hospital set¬ 
ting and represent better 
value for money.”

Pro golfer 
admits to 
possession 
of images 

A GOLF professional has 
admitted to possessing more 
than 2,800 indecent images 
of children and extreme por¬ 
nography. 

Guy Dean, who has 
worked at golf clubs in 
Penn, Rowley Regis, West 
Bromwich, Pelsall and Can¬ 
nock, appeared at Stafford 
Crown Court on Monday. 

The 44-year-old, of Pelsall 
Lane, Bloxwich, admitted 
seven charges of making in¬ 
decent images of a child and 
two of possessing extreme 
pornographic images be¬ 
tween June 2011 and April 
last year. 

Dean also pleaded guilty 
to possessing three images 
of extreme pornography 
and five pornographic im¬ 
ages involving animals. His 
entire haul totalled more 
than 2,800 pictures and 
one video. Miss Catherine 
O’Reilly, defending Dean, 
told the court a psychiatric 
report on her client was 
being prepared. 

Judge Mark Eades ad¬ 
journed the case for reports 
and Dean was released on 
unconditional bail. He will 
be sentenced at a date yet 
to be fixed. Dean started 
his professional career at 
Beaudesert Golf Club in 
Rugeley Road, Cannock, in 
1986. 

In 1996 he joined ranks 
with European Seniors Tour 
player Jim Rhodes at South 
Staffordshire Golf Club.

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£400k equipment boost by printers 


A RAPIDLY growing print firm has 
pumped £400,000 into buying new 
machinery to cope with demand - 
and has expanded its workforce by 
nearly a fifth in recent months. 

Willenhall digital printing com¬ 
pany CS Labels is one of the few 
firms across the country to use 
digital technology. And bosses say 
demand from food, drink and cos¬ 
metics companies is increasing. 


The firm has installed a fourth dig¬ 
ital press that will help with faster 
processing. A total of six staff have 
been taken on over the last year - 
boosting the number of staff from 
32 to 38. The move will enable the 
company based in Midacre off Rose 
Hill to increase its production ca¬ 
pacity by 25 per cent. 

The firm employs 38 staff CS La¬ 
bels and has achieved sales growth 


of between 20 and 25 per cent each 
year for the past six years follow¬ 
ing its decision to become a digital 
printing specialist in 2007. 

The family-owned business cur¬ 
rently generates a £3m turnover 
and expects to add another £lm 
after the boost. Director Simon 
Smith said: “We are at the forefront 
of digital printing in the UK and 
that has required a lot of invest¬ 


ment. We made the decision to move 
to digital seven years ago and that 
has paid off as we have the devel¬ 
oped a skills set ahead of a market 
that is only just catching up.. 

The firm was founded 45 years 
ago by Roger Hughes. HSBC’s Black 
Country and Shropshire Commer¬ 
cial Centre provided a £330,000 
funding package for the latest in¬ 
vestment. 


School told it must 
try harder by Ofsted 


A FAILING school that was rated inadequate 
and put into special measures after an Ofst¬ 
ed inspection last year is not making enough 
progress to raise standards, inspectors say. 

Leamore Primary School, which has more than 
230 pupils on roll, was criticised last year for its 
teaching not being up to scratch and learning being 
slow A follow-up inspection has revealed that stand¬ 
ards remained below those expected. 


Firms are 
cleared in 
blaze alert 

UP to 12 businesses were 
evacuated and residents 
warned to keep their win¬ 
dows shut after a blaze 
broke out in the yard of a 
paint factory. 

Smoke from the fire in 
Great Wyrley could be seen 
for miles around as five 
cargo containers went up in 
flames. 

Around 40 firefighters 
were called to Cheslyn Dis¬ 
persions in Landywood Lane 
just after midday on Mon¬ 
day where the containers, 
filled with highly flammable 
paint powder and thinners, 
were alight. 

The flames also spread to 
a lorry trailer and forklift 
truck. 

It is not yet known how 
the blaze started. Crews 
visited nearby Moat Hall 
Primary and neighbouring 
houses urging people to stay 
indoors and keep windows 
closed in case of contami¬ 
nation from burning chem¬ 
icals. 

Some canisters, believed 
to contain argon, which is 
used in the paint-making 
process, were affected by 
the heat but did not explode. 

Severn Trent were also 
called to the scene to check 
whether any contaminated 
material joined water 
courses via the drains. 


The standards of read¬ 
ing, writing and maths for 
a large proportion of pupils 
came under scrutiny, and 
inspectors said it was due 
to persistent weaknesses in 
teaching. Teachers’ marking 
was described as ‘inconsist¬ 
ent’ and actions to improve 
governance ‘too slow’. 

Inspectors said that in 
some lessons, all pupils were 
required to complete the 
same tasks, which meant 
that the work was too hard 
for some and too easy for 
others. In the report, in¬ 
spector Rachel Howie said: 
“Teachers’ marking is in¬ 
consistent. This is partly be¬ 
cause the school policy does 
not give specific enough 
guidance.” 

The report said that some 
improvements had taken 
place and progress in writ¬ 
ing had improved. Pupils 
were also said to be given 
more opportunities to use 
their mathematical knowl¬ 
edge to solve real-life prob¬ 
lems and logic puzzles. 

Inspectors said the pro¬ 
portion of inadequate teach¬ 
ing had reduced and there 
was a small proportion of 
teaching that is now good. 

However, inspectors 
reached the conclusion that 
‘the school is not making 
enough progress towards 
the removal of special 
measures’. The report said 
the Bloxwich Road school, 
which was placed into spe¬ 
cial measures following an 
inspection last October, was 
not allowed to appoint newly 
qualified teachers before the 
next monitoring inspection.

Mr Hewitt from 
Horsehills Drive, Compton spent three 
weeks planning the fundraiser. The charity 
golf day took place on June 14. 

He added: “As a father of two boys I feel 
privileged that they are healthy.” 


Parking at 
Manor to 
be hit by 
ward work 

UP TO 60 parking spac¬ 
es will be lost during the 
construction of a new mul¬ 
ti-million pound ward at 
Walsall Manor Hospital, it 
has emerged. 

Work has started on the 
£4.7m overspill ward, which 
will create 30 extra beds, 
helping to ease pressure on 
the busy hospital. It is being 
built on the western side of 
the site off Pleck Road and 
is expected to be completed 
in December. But while 
construction takes place 
around 60 spaces will be 
lost. Bosses have not yet re¬ 
vealed whether the spaces 
will be reinstated. 

Ward councillor Dennis 
Anson said: “I can under¬ 
stand losing the spaces 
while the building work is 
carried out but I certainly 
expect that they will be re¬ 
placed afterwards. If they 
are not, I shall be complain¬ 
ing to the chief executive.” 

There around 600 parking 
spaces at the site in total. 

The new ward is to help 
reduce some of the tradi¬ 
tional pressure faced by 
Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust, which runs the hos¬ 
pital, over the winter period. 

Known as a decant ward, 
it will deal with patients 
moved from other wards 
that are being redecorated 
or cleaned. 

£l.5m bill 
for workers 

THE cost of temporary 
workers at under pressure 
Walsall Manor hospital has 
risen again to more than 
£1.5 million a month, latest 
figures have revealed. 

The bill for locum, agency 
and bank workers at the 
Manor hit £ 1.525m dur¬ 
ing May, a report to health 
chiefs showed. 

This was an increase on 
the £1.3m in March and 
£1.4m cost in April. Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust has 
been looking to cut down 
on temporary workers after 
the monthly bill hit £2m last 
year. The overall rise was 
mainly due to locum costs. 


M&S in slump 

MARKS & Spencer revealed 
it has suffered another fall 
in non-food sales. M&S, 
with a store in Park Street, 
Walsall, said like-for-like 
sales in general merchan¬ 
dise fell by 1.5 per cent in 
the 13 weeks to June 28, 
bringing declining sales up 
to 12 quarters in a row. 
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Boy hit by 
lorry died 
of head 
injuries 

A SCHOOLBOY died from 
head injuries after he was 
hit by a lorry when he 
was on his way home from 
school an inquest heard. 

Jack Garrington, of 
Rushall, died after being 
struck by the truck while 
crossing Chester Road near 
to the Anchor Pub in Wal¬ 
sall. The 11-year-old was 
walking from his school, 
Shire Oak Academy in 
Brownhills, to his home in 
Kings Road, Rushall. 

The inquest held at 
Smethwick Council House 
last Monday, heard that po¬ 
lice had been called to the 
scene of the accident just 
before 3.30pm on April 10. 

Pc Steven Jubb, from the 
collision investigation unit, 
told the inquest that wit¬ 
nesses had said Jack had 
entered the road after being 
prompted by another boy 
and had not looked out for 
oncoming vehicles. 

Investigations led to the 
suggestion that Jack had 
been struck 1.3m into the 
carriageway, the inquest 
was told. 

The inquest was told that 
Jack had suffered a frac¬ 
tured skull and had died 
from head injuries. 

Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain came to the 
conclusion that the young¬ 
ster had died as a result of a 
road traffic collision. 

Hosepipe ban 
is ruled out 

A HOSEPIPE ban is unlike¬ 
ly this summer, water boss¬ 
es have said. 

Reports suggest June was 
one of the warmest since 
records began in 1910 with 
the thermometer set to rise 
higher than average in July 
for the seventh month in 
a row. But Severn Trent 
Water has insisted resources 
are fine with no hosepipe 
bans expected this year. 

Marcus O’Kane, water re¬ 
sources strategy chief said:

Members of Essington Parish Council 
provided the club with details of Mr Wat- 
ton’s previous applications for the land. 

Councillor David Clifft, chairman of Ess¬ 
ington Parish Council, claimed the latest 
application was a ‘cheap way to sneak in 
planning permission by the back door’ and 
he said that the club had said it had turned 
down the application in light of the public¬ 
ity. Residents had sent letters to The Car¬ 
avan and Caravanning Club detailing their 
dismay at the plans. 

Among them was Mike Tolliday, who lives 
near to the proposed site on Long Lane. 


He said the decision was good news for 
the village. “This is a residential area and 
we have already got enough caravan sites,” 
said the 69-year-old. “We simply don’t need 
any more.” 

Another villager, who asked not to be 
named, said allowing a campsite on the 
land could set a ‘dangerous precedent’. 
The 80-year-old said: “You can rest assured 
other people would have tried it on.” 

Councillor Clifft had sent out 200 letters 
to residents living near the proposed site 
informing them of Mr Watton’s fresh plans. 

Mr Watton was unavailable for comment.

Labour planning to seize control of council 


LABOUR will try to seize control of Walsall 
council if it wins a crucial by-election later 
this month.

Leamore will take place on July 24. 

The local elections saw Labour gain two 
more seats but UKIP also gained its first 
three on Walsall Council. 

Now the party’s new leader Sean Cough- 
lan has said that it will try to seize control 
after 14 years in opposition if it retains 
Councillor Oliver’s seat. 

The Tories stayed in control after other 
parties backed them to carry on and the 
mayor, Democratic Labour councillor Pete 
Smith, abstained. 

But the deadlock will be broken if Labour 


gets 30 seats to the other parties’ 29 and 
Councillor Smith continues to abstain. 

Councillor Coughlan said: “It is incum¬ 
bent on us to try to take control. We have 50 
per cent of the seats. 

“The election was disappointing and it was 
also very sad because we lost Tim so soon 
afterwards.” 

Asked if the party would go for a no confi¬ 
dence motion in the administration he said: 
“We will try to do so at the earliest opportu¬ 
nity. I hope we will be able to call a special 
meeting.”

Cash raised at 
the party was also used to repaint a set of 
benches at the community centre.

Chiefs hail £30m boost 
as 'positive' for town 


A MULTI-million pound investment in roads 
and regeneration will have a ‘significant pos¬ 
itive impact’ in Walsall, council chiefs say. 

A Government funding boost of almost £30m has 
been earmarked for the expansion of junction 10 of 
the M6, after the region itself was boosted by £138m 
of investment to create 6,000 jobs, build 1,000 homes 
and train the next generation of skilled workers. 


The scheme will involve 
new bridges over the motor¬ 
way, which will be widened 
from two to four lanes to 
create more capacity. 

It will also involve the 
installation of better traf¬ 
fic signals, improvements 
to the motorway slip roads, 
widening and modernisation 
of nearby Bloxwich Lane 
junction and modification to 
a small section of the Black 
Country Route. 

Congestion 

Walsall Council has been 
helping to draw up plans 
along with the Highways 
Agency over the last few 
years. Junction 10 of the 
M6 is often used by drivers 
heading between Walsall 
and Wolverhampton, but is 
regularly plagued by con¬ 
gestion. 

Traffic regularly builds 
up along Wolverhampton 
Road, in Walsall, and the 
Black Country Route, which 
links Wolverhampton and 
Walsall, and leads up to the 
M6, causing delays. 

Other benefits from the 
Black Country Growth Deal 
include investing £8 in the 
Goscote Lane corridor. The 
money will be on three 
brownfield sites and will

help fund a project to build 
735 houses. 

Walsall Housing Group 
are looking to build a total 
of 412 homes in the area 
and have put their plans 
together. Work could even 
begin later this year. 

Other projects approved 
for investment include the 
£8 million Bentley Lane Re¬ 
mediation project in 2015- 
2017 which will create 11 
hectares of high quality em¬ 
ployment land through site 
remediation works which 
will then be available for de¬ 
velopment and job creation. 

Regeneration chief, coun¬ 
cillor Adrian Andrew, said; 
“The announcement is very 
good news for not only the 
borough of Walsall but for 
the Black Country and West 
Midlands as a whole. 

“The improvements will 
have a significant positive 
impact on not only the 
transport network in Wal¬ 
sall but also the regener¬ 
ation of the borough and 
from an employment point 
of view will not only safe¬ 
guard existing jobs but also 
create new ones.”

Medics' 
fleet of 
new 4x4 
vehicles 

MORE than a dozen new 
4x4 ambulances are to be 
introduced in the West Mid¬ 
lands under a £2.2 million 
investment from the re¬ 
gion’s ambulance service. 

The 16 Mercedes vehicles 
will mean paramedics will 
be able to reach patients in 
difficult weather and muddy 
off-road conditions. 

The fleet is being brought 
in by West Midlands Am¬ 
bulance Service, which al¬ 
ready has more than 300 
ambulances and 200 rapid 
response vehicles. 

It is hoped each hub, in¬ 
cluding Willenhall, West 
Bromwich and Dudley, will 
get its own 4x4 vehicle. 

Craig Cooke, support ser¬ 
vices director, said: “The 
new vehicles will mean that 
for the first time we will 
have a full size ambulance 
with 4x4 capabilities. This 
should improve the comfort 
and care to patients and 
offer a much better working 
environment for our staff.” 

Assistant area manager, 
Nigel Wells, said: “The new 
Mercedes 4x4 sprinter has 
been developed with staff 
and Mercedes to ensure they 
meet all the requirements 
of both the patient and the 
staff..” 

The cost of one of the new 
4x4 ambulances is £140,000 
compared to £100,000 of the 
normal ambulance vehicles.

Boost on 
buses is 
urged for 
residents 

A PETITION has been sub¬ 
mitted to Parliament to try 
and get evening and week¬ 
end buses for residents in 
part of Walsall, amid claims 
they are being left ‘strand¬ 
ed’ at home. 

More than 60 people in 
Pheasey have called for a 
service at nights and Sun¬ 
days. Walsall South MP 
Valerie Vaz is helping to 
lead the campaign on be¬ 
half of residents of Beacon 
Heights Park Homes. 

She said the 934 and 936 
buses no longer operate on 
Beacon Road on evenings 
and Sunday and was con¬ 
tacting transport bosses 
at Centro to try and speak 
with bus operators. Centro 
said there are good public 
transport links but would 
continue to monitor the sit¬ 
uation. 

Ms Vaz said: “There is 
a clear strength of feeling 
that residents are cut off 
from public transport, par¬ 
ticularly in the evenings at 
weekends. More than half 
the residents of Beacon 
Heights Park Homes signed 
the petition. 

“Many of the residents 
are elderly and do not drive. 
For them, the provision of 
good bus services is vital as 
they would have to pay for 
taxis every time they want 
to go out. 

“Without access to public 
transport, many residents 
are effectively stranded at 
home. I have written to 
Centro to work with local 
bus operators to ensure that 
this service is provided as 
soon as possible.” 

Man died 
after a fall 

AN elderly man died from 
a bleed on the brain after 
suffering a fall in a street 
in Willenhall, an inquest 
heard. 

Stanley Bennett, aged 83, 
had a 2 cm laceration to the 
back of his head after suffer¬ 
ing a fall in Lichfield Road, 
Willenhall, an inquest held 
last Wednesday at Smeth¬ 
wick Council House heard. 

Mr Bennett, of Broad 
Lane North, Willenhall, 
later died on April 19 at 
New Cross Hospital. The 
inquest heard a motorist 
had seen him lying on the 
pavement and went to help. 

Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain concluded 
the retired company direc¬ 
tor had died as a result of an 
accident. He said: “It seems 
a distinct possibility that he 
has had some mini stroke.”

IT was one of the most unusual inaugura¬ 
tion ceremonies seen by Rotarians but it 
certainly brought a smile to all those who 
witnessed it.

But while he was there 
to see Kate Phillips installed as the new and 
first woman president of the Darlaston Ro¬ 
tary Club, his diaries have already clashed 
for the second date. 


Former social care chief 
loses appeal on sacking 


A FORMER social care boss who was sacked 
over allegations relating to his conduct in of¬ 
fice has lost his appeal against the decision. 

Paul Davies, former executive director for social 
care and inclusion at Walsall Council, was dismissed 
in March following an investigation after ‘issues’ 
were raised. No details have been revealed about the 
circumstances surrounding his departure. 

Mr Davies has been re¬ 
ported as blaming his ap¬ 
parent success in his job for 
being sacked. 

He appealed against the 
move to relieve him of his 
duties at a behind-closed- 
doors hearing but that de¬ 
cision was upheld by the 
council. 

In a statement Walsall 
Council’s head of law Iqbal 
Javed confirmed the out¬ 
come. 

“After a lengthy full day’s 
hearing, Mr Davies’ appeal 
was dismissed and the orig¬ 
inal decision to dismiss Mr 
Davies was upheld,” Mr 
Javed said. 

Mr Davies was suspended 
for 15 months by the council 
before his dismissal and was 
paid more than £138,000 in 
salaries during that period. 

After the hearing Mr 
Davies told a reporter: “I 
am very sad to be leaving 
the place and the people 
that I love. I just feel very 
sad about the situation.” 

He previously claimed he 
was sacked for making other 
departments Took bad’ by 
driving through improve¬ 
ments on his own. 

Mr Davies has claimed 
that in his first year at the 
council, the proportion of 
service users with a personal 
budget or direct payment 
rose from 10 per cent to 25 
per cent, while numbers of 
disabled people going into 
residential care plummeted 
from the highest in England 
to among the lowest. 


Exchanges 
are hailed 
a success 

A PILOT exchange scheme 
that saw hospital apprentic¬ 
es and council social carers 
sample each other’s role has 
been hailed a success. 

The aim was to give ap¬ 
prentices a greater under¬ 
standing of the roles within 
Walsall. Five health appren¬ 
tices went to the council 
with social care apprentices 
moving across to the Manor 
Hospital for a four-week 
placement in April. 

The health apprentices 
worked at Hollybank House, 
with the community reable- 
ment initial discharge team 
and Links to Work, as well 
as visiting Goscote Greena¬ 
cres, Fallings Heath and the 
Independent Living Centre. 

Councillor Barbara Mc¬ 
Cracken, social care and 
health chief, said: “It has 
been interesting to hear the 
apprentices’ experiences 
and feedback and it does 
sound as though it has been 
useful to them. While I’m 
encouraged that they have 
gained a greater under¬ 
standing of both health and 
social care, I’m also pleased 
to hear the experience has 
had an impact on their per¬ 
sonal development too.”

‘I’ll keep dancing 
as long as I can’ 


The octogenarian salsa 
dancer from Stourbridge 
isn’t ready to quit, she tells

SHE is the hip-shaking, nim¬ 
ble-footed great-grandmother 
who stunned the nation as she 
was thrown around the dance¬ 
floor by her younger partner. 

Jaws dropped as Paddy Jones 
twirled around the Britain’s Got 
Talent stage earning herself a stand¬ 
ing ovation from all four judges. 

As she celebrates her 80th birthday, 
she has revealed she has no plans to 
hang up her dancing shoes yet, vowing 
to carry on as long as she can. 

Golden 

Paddy, from Stourbridge, won the 
hearts of the nation when she was put 
straight through to the final of the 
ITV1 show after judge Amanda Holden 
pressed her golden buzzer. 

She says: “Since appearing on the 
show my life has been incredible and now 
I want to encourage people to go for their 
dreams and not give up. 

“My mother was a singer and she 
wanted to be professional but my 
grandpa said no and told her she had to 
stay in Stourbridge. I think she lived her 
life through me. I started dancing at the 
age of two and later started drama and 
elocution lessons because, living in the 
Black Country, elocution is important. I 
was 12 when I did my first professional 
show at Dudley Hippodrome and 15 
when I left school to go into theatre.” 

Paddy performed in Dudley, Wolver¬ 
hampton, Birmingham and Blackpool 
before meeting her late husband, David, 
at the age of 16. She decided to give up 
dancing aged 22 to start a family and ran 
a shop called Paddy’s Fabrics in Victoria 
Passage, Stourbridge.

In 2001 the couple decided to move 
to Spain but sadly their move was de¬ 
layed when David was diagnosed with 
leukaemia. After nine months of treat¬ 
ment at Russells Hall Hospital, he was 
well enough to go and they enjoyed a 
few happy months there before the dis¬ 
ease returned. He died in March 2003. 

Paddy took up Latin-American dance 
lessons to keep herself busy and redis¬ 
covered her love of dance. Her teacher 
Nico Espinosa, 40 years her junior, rec¬ 
ognised her potential and together they 
started working on routines. 


Since then she has been swung, flung, 
thrown and twirled around stages all 
over the world and together the couple 
won the Spanish version of Britain’s 
Got Talent. They finished ninth in the 
UK version of the competition after 
Paddy soldiered on despite breaking her 
ribs just before the final round. 

“I never expected the kind of recep¬ 
tion I got after appearing on Britain’s 
Got Talent,” says Paddy. “It was in¬ 
credible when Amanda pressed the 
golden buzzer because we were the first 
contestants on the show to get one and 


we didn’t know what to think. Nico was 
besides himself and burst into tears. It 
was an incredible feeling. 

“Amanda has been an absolutely won¬ 
derful person and a fantastic mentor. 
She is so down to earth and is incredibly 
supportive because she sent flowers to 
Spain when I cracked my ribs.” 

Since she started dancing again, 
Paddy, whose real name is Sarah Pa¬ 
tricia Jones, has travelled to North and 
South America, Europe and Israel. 

Peru 

She competed in Showmatch, the Ar¬ 
gentinian version of Strictly Come Danc¬ 
ing but failed to reach the final. The pair 
have also performed at the World Salsa 
Congress in Peru. 

In 2010 she was entered into the 
Guinness World Record books for being 
the oldest salsa acrobatic dancer. 

“I received a medal after appearing in 
the book which I treasure very much be¬ 
cause it is a fantastic achievement,” says 
Paddy. “It has been a very exciting few 
years and I have really enjoyed myself 
and since the show ended I have had a 
lot of job offers. 

“Nico and I have been invited to ap¬ 
pear on India’s Got Talent as guest per¬ 
formers which is exciting. I have also 
been asked to perform on a cruise ship 
for three months but that is just too long 
because I have a home, a garden, a dog 
and a cat in Spain and I can’t abandon 
them. 

“I will carry on dancing for as long as I 
am able to. I have no intention of giving 
up just yet.” 

Last week Paddy marked her 80th 
birthday by giving a talk about her ex¬ 
periences to students at Wolverley CE 
Secondary School near Kidderminster. 

The mother-of-four and grandmoth- 
er-of-seven comes back to the West Mid¬ 
lands every four months from her home 
in Spain to visit friends and family. She 
says: “I miss Stourbridge, I love coming 
back and seeing everyone I know. I’m a 
Stourbridge girl at heart.” 


THE sudden death of West Mid¬ 
lands police and crime commis¬ 
sioner Bob Jones has left a void 
that many think cannot be filled 
- even though the law says they 
must do so in just over a month. 

Were the loss of a public serv¬ 
ant respected even by his polit¬ 
ical opponents not enough, the 
police have now been left deal¬ 
ing with one of the more absurd 
parts of the statute that created 
the post in the first place. 

The Police Reform and Social 
Responsibility Act that gave rise 
to the 2012 elections of PCCs 
requires a by-election be held 
‘not more than 35 days after the 
relevant event’. 

Councillor Darren Cooper, 
who chairs the West Midlands 
Police and Crime Panel, found 
himself in the unenviable posi¬ 
tion of having to discuss how 
to replace Mr Jones within four 
hours of being told of his pass¬ 
ing. 

There then followed a debate 
between Government depart¬ 
ments over whether ‘35 days’ 
meant calendar or business 
days and whether the ‘relevant 
event’ (such a cold and clinical 
term) meant Mr Jones’ passing 
or some formal notification. 

If we leave aside the gross in¬ 
sensitivity of a law that requires 
a vacancy to be filled so quickly, 
it is also a bureaucratic night¬ 
mare. 

The PCC for the West Mid¬ 
lands covers not fewer than sev¬ 
en council areas. Three of them 
are cities and one of those is Bir¬ 
mingham, the second biggest in 
the country. 

Then there will be the work for 
the political parties and candi¬ 
dates, who must select people 
to stand for them and get all the 
paperwork through. 

There will need to be the time 
to come up with campaign liter¬ 
ature. 

Meanwhile the work of the 
PCC must continue. An interim 
appointment will be made later 
this month. 

But what happens if the tem¬ 
porary post holder, likely to be 
deputy PCC Yvonne Mosquito, 
wants to throw her hat into the 
ring? 

Will she be allowed to cam¬ 
paign while technically the in¬ 
cumbent? 

All the while, we continue to 
mourn the loss of Bob Jones 
CBE, who never believed the 
role of a PCC should exist in the 
first place. 

In a letter to the Express & 
Star in 2012, thanking voters 
and pledging to serve everyone, 
regardless of how or even if they 
voted, Mr Jones wrote: “I believe 
police and crime commissioners 
are an expensive and unneces¬ 
sary change, poorly implement¬ 
ed and appallingly publicised.” 

Were he with us today he 
would be within his rights to say 
the chaos following his death 
had proved him correct. 

But he’d be too busy quietly 
getting on with the job for that.

IT’S been in the pipeline for 
years - but now the founda¬ 
tions are being laid for the 
multi-million pound transfor¬ 
mation of Walsall town cen¬ 
tre after demolition work was 
completed. 

The long-awaited new Primark and 
Co-op will be built during the first 
phase of the £21m revamp of the Old 
Square Shopping Centre. 

Work to tear down the former Tesco 
building and empty surrounding units 
has been taking place over the last few 
months. 

Construction workers for contractor 
Morgan Sindall have been operating a 
lOOft-high piling rig to bore 128 piles 
or holes into the ground to create a 
concrete foundation to support the 
stores which will create 150 jobs. 

The demolition phase which began 
in February this year has now been 
completed with only the front part of 
the former Tesco building remaining. 

Reserves 

This will be converted into a Mid¬ 
counties Co-op and the next stage will 
mark the start of the construction for 
the 54,000 sq ft development. 

Walsall Council is contributing al¬ 
most £8m from its own cash reserves 
to push forward the long-awaited 
project. It is aimed for both stores to 
begin trading in the town centre by 
next summer. 

Regeneration chief, councillor 
Adrian Andrew, said: “Now the dem¬ 
olition works are complete we’re able 
to start preparing the ground for con¬ 
struction,” he said. “From August vis¬ 
itors to the town will start to notice 
some real changes to the site as this 
exciting development begins to take 
shape. 

“We’ve invested a lot of time and 
money into getting this project off the 
ground, which is expected to create 


over 150 jobs when both stores open 
next year.” The redevelopment of the 
Old Square Shopping Centre is just 
one of the projects which has been 
earmarked in the area. 

A separate £12m scheme to trans¬ 
form the St Matthews Quarter with 
shops and restaurants has also been 
given the go-ahead by the council 

Walsall market, which is almost 800 
years old, is to be given a £1.75m mil¬ 


lion revamp and permanent home. A 
consultation was held at the start of 
the year and fears were raised about 
the robustness of the demountable 
stalls, whether a back-to-back layout 
will work. 

Council chiefs recently agreed ad¬ 
ditional time to look at the market 
scheme following feedback from trad¬ 
ers and the public following a consul¬ 
tation.

Pledge by 
firm over 
rebuild of 
fire-hit site 


DEVELOPERS behind a £7.1 million rebuild of 
Wednesbury Leisure Centre say they will try 
to keep delays to the work to a minimum in 
the wake of a devastating arson attack. 

Investigations are continuing into the blaze at the 
closed down centre, in High Bullen. A fire broke out 
there at around 12.30am last Tuesday. 


It caused severe building 
damage and required the 
efforts of three fire crews to 
bring under control. But the 
blaze, which started at the 
rear of the centre and raged 
for three hours, destroyed 
about 25 per cent of the 
1960s building. 

Two firefighters even had 
to be taken to Sandwell 
General Hospital for a pre¬ 
cautionary check after suf¬ 
fering the effects of smoke 
inhalation and debris in 
their eyes. The site was 
handed over to developers 
Inter serve following checks. 

Interserve has been con¬ 
tracted by Sandwell Council 
to carry out work to create 
a new leisure centre there, 
boasting a 25-metre pool, 
learner pool, two dance stu¬ 
dios and a fitness suite. 

A spokesman for Inter¬ 
serve said the firm was 
working with emergency 



services to investigate the 
damage. 

“We are working with po¬ 
lice and fire services to pin¬ 
point what caused the fire, 
and are in touch with health 
and safety to ensure the site 
is safe, so that we can get in 
and assess the damage,” he 
said. 

“The redevelopment of 
Wednesbury Leisure Centre 
is an important resource for 
the local community and we 
are working with Sandwell 
Council to ensure that dis¬ 
ruption and delay is mini¬ 
mised as much as possible.” 

The centre closed in May 
ahead of the work to create 
a new leisure centre. While 
the existing sports hall will 
be retained, work will be 
carried out on a new com¬ 
plex. It was hoped it will be 
open by next summer.

Molineux borne out 
of 'Rotton' beginnings 


IN 1720 a man named John 
Rotton decided to build him¬ 
self a house. We do not know 
who Mr Rotton was, but he 
may well have been a prom¬ 
inent bucklemaker, which 
was an important trade in 
Wolverhampton. 

If the contractor he chose gath¬ 
ered his men by the Town Hall at 
the top of High Green (now Queen 
Square), which seems a likely spot 
they would have walked down 
High Green and turned right at 
the bottom into Tup Street (now 
North Street). 

They would have passed the Red 
Lion and three Prebend houses, 
and Giffard House to a piece of land 
of about eight acres at the top of 
Wadhams Hill. 

Mr Rotton had them line up his new 
house facing St Peter’s Church, but 
at the rear there was a fine view over 
open countryside, stretching to Tet-

tenhall ridge, with Chillington Hall 
visible 10 miles away. 

John Rotton only lived in his new 
house for about 20 years, because 
he died in 1743 and because he died 
owing a local ironmaster named John 
Molineux £700, his widow came to an 
agreement handing over the house in 
payment. 

Impressed 

John Molineux was so impressed 
with the house that he decided to 
make it the family’s main residence, 
and it was greatly extended, with for¬ 
mal gardens stretching down the hill. 

As time went on Wolverhampton ex¬ 
panded, Waterloo Road was cut across 
the hill and new housing built, and as 
the 19th Century progressed, a whole 
new suburb, Newhampton, was built, 
and instead of a fine view across open 


countryside, Molineux House looked 
out on ranks of smoky rooftops. 

In 1860 the Molineux family sold 
the house and by 1870 it had been 
turned into a hotel, with its gardens 
becoming Wolverhampton’s first pub¬ 
lic park, albeit with an entry fee. 

To bring in the crowds various 
sporting activities were promoted, 
and cycle races in particular drew in 
crowds of up to 20,000 people. 

Across town a football team borne 
out of St Luke’s church was draw¬ 
ing large crowds at its Dudley Road 
ground, and was looking for a bigger 
stadium. 

A deal was struck, the lake in Mo¬ 
lineux Gardens was filled in, and a 
football pitch and stands were con¬ 
structed and Wolverhampton Wan¬ 
derers began its long relationship 
with the ground which still retains the 
name Molineux. 

How fortunate that the name of the 
original owner of the house did not ad¬ 
here to the property, because it would 
now be Rotton House and Rotton Sta¬ 
dium.

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Teen swimmer picks 
up a silver medal

A COLLEGE student swam his way to a silver medal at 
one of the largest annual sporting events in the UK.

Hospital's 
expansion 
cash hope 
falls short 


A MAJOR expansion of Walsall Manor Hospi¬ 
tal could face being scaled back after falling 
more than £6 million short of funding. 

A multi-million pound overhaul of the site is being 
planned including a new critical care unit, an A&E 
revamp, maternity expansion and decant ward. 
However, full funding for the initial plans worth 
more than £30m is so far not in place. 


The millions are to help 
the Manor cope with rising 
numbers of patients from 
Staffordshire. It comes after 
the Government allocated 
£4.4m less than than the 
£14m Walsall Healthcare 
NHS Trust requested to up¬ 
grade, in light of the down¬ 
grade of Stafford Hospital. 

Health bosses say they are 
now exploring ways to se¬ 
cure all the funding needed 
in a bid to go ahead with the 
full expansion and cope with 
demand. There were initial 
proposals to invest £36m, 
but a second new ward is 
not deemed as necessary at 
this stage, bringing the cost 
down to £31m. 

The trust is able to con¬ 
tribute £15m itself towards 
the revamp, which has 
been earmarked for over 
the next three years. Ian 
Baines, director of finance

and performance at the 
trust, said: “Unfortunately 
we did not receive the total 
allocation of funding that 
we requested from the 
Trust Special Administra¬ 
tors (TSA) following the 
downgrading of services 
at Mid-Staffordshire NHS 
Foundation Trust. 

“This has meant that 
there is a gap in our funding 
which may mean we are not 
able to respond as fully as 
we would like to increasing 
demands from areas such as 
South Staffordshire. 

“We are continuing to ex¬ 
plore the options to secure 
funding with our partner 
organisations and the NHS 
Trust Development Agency 
so that we can continue with 
our plans for redevelopment 
in the future, enabling us to 
cope with higher demands.”

“As part of the resignalling 
of the railway in the Wolver¬ 
hampton area, Noose Lane 
level crossing will be closed 
from July 19 until Septem¬ 
ber. The crossing equipment 
will be renewed and more 
modern and reliable signal¬ 
ling equipment installed. 

“The resignalling project 
is part of our commitment to 
provide a more reliable, effi-

cient and safe railway and 
we thank people in advance 
for their patience while we 
complete the work.” 

It comes as there are pro¬ 
posals to permanently close 
Bloxwich Level Crossing 
as part of the £30 million 
electrification of the Chase 
Line. It has been earmarked 
to shut for safety reasons, as 
trains are set to travel at up 
to 70mph. 

One of the steps put for¬ 
ward to help the area deal 
with the proposed closure 
is to reconstruct the nearby 
Central Drive bridge. Work 
to widen the bridge could 
now start in December, sub¬ 
ject to final confirmation 
and consultation. 

Other steps being looked 
at include a footbridge 
where the current cross¬ 
ing is located and improv¬ 
ing the Central Drive and 
Croxstalls Road junction to 
encourage traffic away from 
the Dudley Fields estate.

Schools in £im staff bill 


MORE than £1 million was 
spent on agency staff at 
schools across Walsall in just 
five months, it has emerged. 

The outlay on temporary work¬ 
ers was made in the borough be¬ 
tween January and May, accord¬ 
ing to latest figures. 

Around £ 1.09m was spent on cover¬ 
ing the likes of sickness absence, ma¬ 
ternity cover and staff who are off site 


for other reasons. Some schools used 
a number of agencies and the amount 
spent ranged from £8.38 to £46,101 in 
the period January 1 to May 16. 

Councillor Mohammed Arif, port¬ 
folio holder for children’s services at 
Walsall Council, said there are occa¬ 
sions where schools have to use sup¬ 
ply staff. “Making sure that children 
have the very best chance to learn and 
achieve well every day is a key priority 
in every Walsall school,” he said. 


“From time to time teachers and 
support staff may be supporting off 
site activities, involved in professional 
development or on sick leave. Where 
there are gaps that can’t be filled in¬ 
ternally, schools will make use of 
supply staff, through their delegated 
school budgets.” 

It comes after an overhaul of the ed¬ 
ucation system in Walsall which saw 
the council terminate its £345 million 
contract with private firm Serco.

The former Liverpool and Fulham 
star has been a revelation in this 
position - he’s as interesting as 
poor old Phil Neville was dull during 
his first go at it during England’s 
opening tie against Italy. 


Not that ITV are the poor 
relations. Adrian Chiles does a 
decent job as their anchorman, 
while the likes of Gordon Strachan, 
Patrick Viera and Lee Dixon have 
plenty to say for themselves. 

Sadly, Fabio Cannavaro often 
looks like a rabbit caught in the 
headlights - he’s charming, but 
perhaps needs a few more English 
lessons. 

Also, it would be nice if his 
co-stars allowed him to get a word 
in edgeways every now and then. 

The World Cup itself has been 
one of the best in recent memory. 
From the start, teams generally 
threw caution to the wind, opting to 
attack rather than sit back and 
defend, which led to some thrillingly 
open games. 

Teams such as Chile, Costa Rica 
and Algeria surprised many by 
getting further than anyone 
(including probably themselves) 
thought possible, while the likes of 
Italy, holders Spain and, yes, 
England, fell by the wayside early. 

Even the USA, a nation that for so 
long didn’t seem to be able to get its 


head around the game they call 
soccer, finally appeared to embrace 
it, and the team only bowed out 
during the round of 16 after one of 
the most enthralling matches so far, 
which saw goalkeeper Tim Howard 
make a record-breaking 15 saves 
before Belgium beat them 2-1. 

After watching so many great 
matches, we have high hopes for 
this year’s final. 

It surely can’t be dirtier and more 
disappointing than the 2010 one 
anyway, when Spain scored in extra 
time to win 1-0 against a 
Netherlands team that was 
uncharacteristically dirty throughout 
the game. 

Referee Howard Webb sent off 
one player and handed out 14 
bookings that afternoon in 
Johannesburg. 

Who will actually lift the famous 
trophy is a mystery - there have 
been too many upsets and 
surprises so far to tempt us into 
guessing. What we do know is that 
it won’t be anybody from the British 
Isles. Maybe our time will come in 
Russia in 2018, eh?

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New Ibiza FR 
proves a hit 
with cylinder 
switch action

The SEAT Ibiza FR variants are now fitted with 
the 1.4 TSI ACT engine - and a very good one 
it is too. 

With the ability to cut to two cylinders when cruis¬ 
ing, the efficiency of this car has been transformed. 

It’s still pretty quick, but this supermini is now a whole lot 
more cost-effective to own. 

Right. We’ve got to start by wading through that sea of 
acronyms if you’re going to understand what this car is 
about the (deep breath) ‘Ibiza 1.4 TSI ACT FR MOPS’. The 
FR badge on the back of a SEAT Ibiza signifies that it’s a 
slightly sporty version. 

Not as hot as a Cupra, true, but still capable of deliver¬ 
ing some payback if you point it at a twisty road. The 1.4 
TSI part is the engine, in this case a turbocharged 1.4-litre 
four-cylinder unit, with stratified injection which develops an 
output of MOPS. 

The ACT bit though, is probably most important: it’s what 
makes that powerplant a little bit special. ‘ACT’ stands for 
‘Active Cylinder Technology’. This alternates between two 
and four cylinder modes, depending on the power required, 
in less than 40 milliseconds, making the transition between 
the two seamless. We’ll have a look at what that means in 
real terms later. 

You’re probably used to this shape Ibiza by now. It’s the 
facelifted version of the fourth generation car, launched in 
2008. The revisions to the styling came in 2012 and the 
sharply creased exterior still looks crisp and fresh. If you’re 
looking for value from a Volkswagen Group product, here’s 
a good place to start. 

You’ll be forgiven if you get a sense of deja vu here, be¬ 
cause SEAT has offered a 1.4-litre TSI version of the Ibiza 
before, but that model featured a 150PS motor supplement¬ 
ed by both a turbocharger and a supercharger. 

Smoothness 

As technically intriguing as that engine was, it didn’t really 
make the efficiency numbers that today’s buyers have come 
to expect, hence the availability of this much cleaner MOPS 
unit. It’s still pretty zippy, getting to 62mph in 7.8 seconds 
and running onto 130mph, so it doesn’t cede much in terms 
of performance to the 150PS unit. 

We’ve seen this engine in a whole host of Volkswagen 
Group products including the Golf, the Audi A3 and SEAT’S 
own Leon and it never ceases to impress with its smooth¬ 
ness and tractability. 

The Ibiza FR looks the part with 16” alloy wheels, special 
bumpers and twin tailpipes. 

Take a seat inside and while there’s still quite a lot of black 
plastic on display with the focus remaining on functionality, 
soft-touch finishes are used in all the crucial areas and Ibiza 
regulars will notice the improvements made to this revised 
Ibiza model - the higher tone paint surfaces, the improved 
seat materials and, where fitted, the sleeker finish to the Cli- 
matronic climate control system. 

You now get a significantly larger 10.7-litre glove compart¬ 
ment too, now boasting space for a lot more than just the 
usual owners manual, mobile charger and bag of gummi 
bears. 

In the back, the three-door Ibiza SC’s swooping roofline 
will make headroom an issue for taller folk, but five-door and 
ST estate models should seat two adults and/or three chil¬ 
dren quite comfortably. As for bootspace, the three-door SC 
variant offers 284-litres of luggage space, marginally less 
than the 292-litre total offered by the five-door bodystyle. If 
you want more, the ST estate model ups that total to 430-li- 
tres. 

Equipment 

Prices open at just over £15,000 for the three-door Ibi¬ 
za SC FR, with around £500 more netting you the five-door 
version. 

Like all Ibizas, this one also gets front electric windows, 
tinted glass, a four-speaker MP3-compatible CD stereo with 
AUX-in point and steering wheel controls, remote central 
locking, a 12v power socket and a height-adjustable driver’s 
seat. 

The SEAT Ibiza is a car that seems to refuse to age. Even 
the earliest of the fourth generation cars still look crisp and 
fresh but it’s fair to say that the march of technology is out¬ 
pacing our aesthetic appreciation. 

In short, the 1.4 TSI engine that the Ibiza used to ship 
with just wasn’t competitive anymore. You expect a 44mpg 
economy figure from an executive saloon these days, not a 
warmish supermini. 

SEAT needed to do much, much better. 

Thankfully it has. The 1.4 TSI ACT engine lifts that econ¬ 
omy figure to the right side of 60mpg, is offered in all three 
Ibiza body styles and suits the slightly sporting FR trim very 
well.

Drivetime 


Rear-wheel drive thrills

The performance-focused 2 Series 
injects some welcome sparkle into 
BMW’s new compact coupe line¬ 
up. 

What’s new?: This M235i variant is the 
quick version of BMW’s new 2 Series 
Coupe. Since a recent naming reshuffle, 
you’re excused for thinking that you’re 
looking at a 1 Series Coupe. Honestly, 
this is the ‘new’ 2 Series. 

And for buyers seeking proper rear-wheel 
drive thrills without having to sell a kidney, the 
M235i is the closest most of us will get to a 
similar car sporting an ‘M’ badge. 

Yes, an M2 is on the way but, until then, 
you’ve got the M235i - likely a more rounded 
and sensible choice if you’ve only got space 
for one performance BMW in your life. 

Looks and image: It’s not difficult to tell the 
difference between this M235i and a cooking 
diesel variant. 

The former has clearly been at the box 
marked Shredded Wheat, what with its beefy 
bodykit, low and purposeful stance plus those 


equally businesslike chunky wheels and tyres. 

It’s a little less in-your-face in the car’s cabin, 
but the sports seats, M car-like steering wheel 
and subtle graphics ensure you don’t forget 
what this car is capable of. Crucially, for all the 
talk about genuine M cars, this M-lite version 
offers a good balance of comfort and sporti¬ 
ness in the real world. 

Space and practicality: If there’s one thing 
that the M235i does share with its slower sib¬ 
lings, it’s the fact that it’s a surprisingly practi¬ 
cal car for a compact coupe. Granted, space 
for rear seat occupants is less than great, but 
it boasts a good size boot and there’s ample 
storage space in the cabin for all the tat asso¬ 
ciated with leading an active life. 

Behind the wheel: From being a maker of 
rev-happy cars, BMW has fully embraced 
turbocharging with its latest range of perfor¬ 
mance motors. 

The M235i is no different, and its 3.0-litre 
straight-six petrol engine benefits from turbo¬ 
charging to the tune of 322bhp. That figure 
is plenty to get you to the horizon in a hurry, 
while the rasping from the exhaust ensures 
your journey is always entertaining. 

Crucially the M235i is a doddle to drive at 


modest speeds, while pushing harder reveals 
a car eager to please. Only when you really 
lean on it, does it show its hand as a hooligan. 

That trick BMW approved tuning bits can 
be bought to further enhance the experience 
should please the hardcore fans, while you’ll 
also want to pay a little extra for the slick eight- 
speed auto gearbox as the six-speed manual 
‘box lacks polish. 

Manners 

Value for money: It’s all relative of course, 
but in the world of premium hot hatches - or 
coupes - the M235i should be at the top of 
your shopping list. It possesses great road 
manners, is fun and engaging and is docile 
enough to double as regular transport to the 
shops and the office. 

Base trim is a little, well, basic, but you’d be 
wise to spend your cash on the extra tuning 
bits instead of fancy paint or gadgets. 

Who would buy one?: Anyone who’s been 
raised on a diet of hot hatches will like the 
M235i. It’s a mature evolution of the breed yet 
retains that all-important ‘edge’ to keep you in¬ 
terested away from the city limits. 

Thankfully its low-key looks don’t scream 


performance so you’ll rarely turn heads - good 
news if you want to have some fun but not tel¬ 
egraph it to every man and his dog. 

Plus it’s rear-wheel rive, which is an im¬ 
portant characteristic in a world full of million 
horsepower front-drive hot hatches. 


This car summed up in a single word: thrill¬ 
ing. 

If this car was a ... surgical instrument, it 
would be a scalpel - precise, sharp and to the 
point.

HISTORIC football club Pelsall Villa which 
faced closure has secured its future for the 
coming months, bosses said. 

The club has recruited a new manager and is or¬

£5,000. 

Pelsall has been struggling to survive after a small band 
of dedicated volunteers were left trying to run the club 
themselves. 


They are still looking for 
a new chairman but current 
chief Mark Bentley said new 
recruit Dave Downing will 
ease the pressure. 

Mr Bentley’s son Andrew 
was acting as player-man¬ 
ager for the first team, but 
he will now be able to ded¬ 
icate more time to keeping 
the club going. 

Mr Downing has previ¬ 
ously worked with Romu¬ 
lus FC in Sutton Coldfield, 
came forward after the club 
appealed for help. 

And an evening with 
Walsall FC legend Jimmy 
Walker at Pelsall Social 
Club on July 31 will attract 
up to 250 people at £20 a 
ticket. 

Mr Bentley insisted the 
club still needs ‘all the help 
we can get’ but added: “In¬ 
stead of doom and gloom 
there is a light at the end of 
the tunnel now.” 

At a crunch meeting last 
month he warned if a new 
chairman was not found 
within weeks the club could 
fold as he could not balance 
the role with a full-time job 
and his family. 

But now first team duties 
have been taken off his son 
he believes he can continue 
as chairman if needed - 
though he hopes a successor 
will still be found. 

He said: “Things are look¬ 
ing brighter now and if the 
Jimmy Walker event is a 
success then that will be a 
big boost.

“We have a got a commit¬ 
tee sorted out now and new 
manager so if no-one comes 
forward then I will continue 
as chairman, though I can’t 
commit to it as wholeheart¬ 
edly as I would have liked. 

“I don’t want to see this 
club fold.” 

The club will still need 
help to continue beyond this 
season and Mr Bentley says 
they are ‘taking it one step 
at a time’ at the moment. 

The club currently play 
in the Midland Football 
Combination league but 
records show that football 
was played in Pelsall as long 
ago as 1898. The two world 
wars meant football took a 
back seat for a few years, 
but the club reformed in 
1961, which heralded the 
start of Pelsall Villa as it 
is known today. The club 
attracted one of its biggest 
attendances in 1991 when 
Aston Villa stars turned 
out for a match celebrating 
floodlights being installed at 
the ground. 

The news comes after 
a successful nine-month 
campaign to save nearby 
Darlaston Town FC, which 
had folded due to financial 
difficulties last year. 

The 140-year-old club will 
play in the West Midlands 
Regional League this season 
after £5,000 was raised to 
save it. It will play as Dar¬ 
laston Town (1874) FC.

Albion building goes on with Baird deal 


ALBION continued the stocking up of next 
season’s squad with the signing of utility 
specialist Chris Baird. 

The 32-year-old Northern Ireland inter¬ 
national was due to complete a Bosman 
transfer after finishing last season helping 
Burnley clinch their promotion to the Pre¬ 
mier League. 

The low-key transfer is unlikely to do 
much to pacify the grumbles among Bag¬ 
gies fans fretting about an Albion rebuild 
which sees Baird added to the recruitments 
of Joleon Lescott and Craig Gardner. 

Baird, who has developed a reputation 
as a flexible footballer capable of playing 
across all the defensive positions and mid- 
field, appears to be a ‘like-for-like’ replace¬ 
ment for Steven Reid, who has not been 
retained by Albion and signed for Burnley. 


But he will be signing with the personal 
endorsement of his international team 
mates Chris Brunt and Gareth McAuley. 

A Northern Ireland regular since 2003 
who had a spell on loan at Walsall, Baird 
will provide an immediate option in the full¬ 
back positions in which the club are still 
short of specialists. 

But the Baggies are still working on add¬ 
ing to their numbers as new head coach 
Alan Irvine today meets up with his squad 
for the first time since his appointment. 

Albion Technical Director Terry Burton 
is still heading the hunt for as many as six 
more new signings in a summer of radical 
change for the club. 

Albion still haven’t given up on signing 
Monaco’s 24-year-old forward Emmanuel 
Riviere, the French youth and Under 21 


international. That has seen the club step 
up interest in Burkina Faso forward Pre- 
juce Nakoulma, who at 27 is a free agent 
after being released by Polish side Gornik 
Zabrze. 

Nakoulma scored 24 goals in 87 games 
in three years at Zabrze and also has four 
goals in 16 games for Burkina Faso. 

But they are not the statistics of a high- 
class forward to appease Albion fans still 
unconvinced about the appointment of Ir¬ 
vine. 

Baird’s CV is solid enough but while it is 
a practical signing it is unlikely to soften 
the voices of critics accusing the club of a 
lack of ambition. 

But he arrives having previously been a 
target for Roy Hodgson, under whom he 
enjoyed his best football while playing at 


Fulham under the former Albion boss. He 
began his career at Southampton, where 
he made 68 appearances between 2001 and 
2007 before moving to Fulham, where he 
enjoyed a successful six-year spell. 

Meanwhile, Albion chairman Jeremy 
Peace has confirmed that his control of the 
club has now gone past 75 per cent. 

Peace has bagged a further 905 from Al¬ 
bion’s dwindling number of independent 
shareholders. They accepted his offer of 
£3,000 per ordinary share. 

But it is understood that other sharehold¬ 
ers have indicated a willingness to sell and 
as a result Peace is extending the deadline 
for a further two weeks. It has led to spec¬ 
ulation among fans that he is preparing 
to sell the club - but it is understood that 
there are no buyers waiting in the wings.

The Irishman, who will 
also continue as No.2 to 
Martin O’Neill with the Ire¬

“I suppose it is part of the 
image which has been built 
up over the years, particu¬ 
larly through the media - 
although I have had one or 
two incidents. 

“In terms of working with 
the players I’ve worked 
with lads over a long period 
of time without any issues 
but, having said that, you 
have to be ready to have 
disagreements with people 
particularly if you all want 
the same things.”

Cook is well known to supporters having made eight
